The announcement from Washing-ton 


that 
the Government has issued the 


necessary orders for the opening of 
the Stanislaus .county reservations to 
the stockmen for the purpose of moving 
their 
herds, is good news for those 


who have interests in the ranges. The 
scarcity of rain has had such .a disas- 
trous effect on the pasture lands in the 
grazing districts of the State that it is 
certain that unless relief, such as has 
been obtained,- were afforded, the loss- 
es of the stockmen would be enormous. 
With however the Governmental privi- 
lege, the sheep and cattle will be able 
to reach the mjuntain'sides and val-] 
leys, where even rain is scarce there is 
enough 
precipitation to keep a good 


growth of verdure on the land. 


The order is only a fair one anyhow, 


for although It is not desired to ques- 
tion 
the advisability of the Govern- 


ment's protecting the forest and moun- 
tain stretches of the Yosemite, at the 
same time the land is part and parcel 
of the State and the people of Califor- 
nia are unquestionably entitled to the 
use of it during exigencies such as the 
present one. In point of fact, in some 
of the central counties, Mariposa for 
example, there is a constant declama- 
tion against being deprived of the land 
at all, for as they claim—and with 
some fairness—they are shut off from 
much of their best pasturage, timber, 
and mineral soil for the benefit of the 
rest of the State and nation.
